Provisions on the mass buying 
commission report were subject of 
much discussion in the corridors of 
parliament last night although the 
report will not be laid on the table 
of the house until next week. The 
Liberals who signed with reserva- 
tions were J. L. Ilsley of Hants 
Kings, Samuel Factor of Toronto 
West Centre and Oscar Boulanger 
of Bellechasse. } 
YOUNG'S IS SEPARATE | 

E. J. Young, Liberal, of Wey- 
burn, did not sign the report at all. 
He has submitted his own report, 
taking in brief the stand that Can- 
ada has all the regulating machin- 
ery it needs at present and the 
way to fight combines, monopolies 
and unfair practices is to lower the 
tariffs, | 
RIGID ENFORCEMENT | 

The Liberals took the position 
that the Combines Investigation | 
Act should be rigidly enforced. 
The majority of the commission 
took the view that in certain situa- 
tions combines should be allowed. 
For example, if the furniture in- 
dustry companies found they were 
being the victims of ruinous com- 
petition, they might combine to 
regulate prices, methods of con- 
duct and the like. All the regula- 
tions would be subject to sanction 
of the federal commissicn 

A livestock commission would be 
@stablished to govern this industry. 
It would be under the Marketing 
Act. Many provisions were made 
to enable the farmer to sell his live- 
stock in competitive yards.

They know 
exactly where they stand and 
from the kind of knowledge they 
received in school. Why try to 
bluff, fool and lie to them? They 
are entitled to have proper 
knowledge on money. 

When they become men and 
women a few may ¢carn some 
wealth in the way of goods or 
|} property and not knowing the 
value of money are led to awful 
mistakes, They are not thrifty 
from a standpoint of holding 
what has been legitimately earn- 
ed by their labors just because 
proper knowledge was not given 
| them to realize that money is an 
| agreed medium of exchange for 
goods sold or bought. On the 
other hand they do not realize 
that a person could possess 
wealth representing livestock, 
machinery, grain or other goods 
of value that can be exchanged 
for money based on exchange of 
value, There are some excep- 
tions that makes good after 
school, but very few. 

I strongly suggest to those in 
charge of school curriculums, 
whether the minister of educa- 
tion or school inspectors, to have 
| available books on banking and 


money. It is necessary to bring 
modern day monetary knowl- 
edge to meet modern day eco- 
nomics. These books should not 


be only as text books for educa- 
tion but should replace worth- 
less story books in school libra- 
ries so that they may be access- 
ible 


to children. We must get 
‘n to action and teach the es- 
ls of money and banking 
so we may get our new genera- 
tion out of the rut in which they 
are today. This education should

browned butter, paprika, parsley, 
lemon juice. 

Sprinkle fish with lemon juice 
and brush with melted butter. 
Broil under a moderate flame, first 
on one side and then on the other, 
allowing ten to fifteen minutes to a 
side. Then put the fish on the 
bias in the centre of a hot platter 
with a slice of lemon right in the 
centre and a sprinkling of minced 
parsley. Put carrots and peas in 
neat mounds on one side of the fish 
and green beans and turnips on the 
other side, Pour the butter, which 
has been melted over a low fire un- 
til a golden brown, over and around 
vegetables and fish, Garnish and 
serve. 

When I cook turnips I always add 
lemon juice to the water in which 
they are cooking. One _ teaspoon 
lemon juice to two cups water are 
the proportions I use. 

How about continuing this meal 
with a tomato stuffed with cucum- 
ber and celery on a bed of curly 
endive and cream puffs filled with 
strawberry cream? The puffs are 
made according to the usual rule.
